Spinning wheel 
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Wrisper suspended, South 


SOUTH BAY--The City Commission decided in a special ses- 
sion Tuesday evening to avoid the appearance of any wrong- 
doing by suspending Police Chief Willie Wrisper, Jr. without 
pay until a series of criminal charges against him have been 


-cleared up and to request a full-scale investigation of the en- 


tire police department. 
Acting under the advice of newly appointed City Attorney 


` James Gann, the commission authorized City Clerk Virginia 


Walker to draft a letter to Wrisper informing him he had been 
suspended for 60 days for, ‘‘Act(ing) in a manner that has re- 
flected on city government, (your) fellow employees and 
(your) supervisors, in that on Nov. 23, you were arrested by 
the Palm Beach County Sheriff's Department for possession 
of marijuana over five grams, procuring for prostitution and 
transporting to commit prostitution.'" 

Wrisper's suspension was moved by Police Commissioner 
Vernita Cox, seconded by Commissioner Donald Tanner and 
approved 4-0 in the absence of Commissioner Woodrow 
‘Woody’ O'Neal. 

The letter written by Mrs. Walker Tuesday evening was 
signed by Mayor Billy Wells the same evening and was to 
have been delivered personally by Major and acting Chief 
Walter Collins sometime during the day Wednesday. 

Wrisper was at the city hall, although he didn't enter the 
commission chamber, when the special session began. He 
said he had been advised to make no comment. His father, 
Bishop Willie Wrisper, Sr., was in the chamber throughout 
the meeting. 

When she made the motion for Wrisper's suspension, Mrs. 
Cox wanted to make it for the duration, ‘‘until all this has 
been cleared up," but Gann said that such an action isn't pro-

Bazaar publicity director Kate 
Trammel said Mrs. Staples, wife 
of the Rev. Carroll Staples, pastor 
of St. John's Methodist Church in 
Boynton Beach, will be on hand in 
Jameson Hall to demonstrate the 
ancient art of spinning with her 
20-year-old antique. 

She has been demonstrating 
spinning in church bazaars, Sun- 

. day School classes, Girl Scout pro- 
grams, women's meetings and 
civic events since the beginning of 
the nation's bicentennial celebra- 
tion. 

Mrs. Staples said. she found her 
"Walking Wheel" in her husband's 
grandmother's attic in Belfast, 

; Me. Once the spinning wheel was 
taken out of the attic, six years 
sgo, she said she didn't know how 
to use it. 


"We didn't- know how to- put it 
together,” she said. “The parts 
were hanging in a bag off the ten- 
sion pole. After visiting antique 
shops on our vacation, we finally 
found a similar one set up in 
Maine. My husband drew a dia- 
gram; we came home and-put it 
together.” 

The wheel is made of all wood 
except for pewter securing the 
tension post to the spindle post. 
The-large wheel, almost five feet 
high and six feet long, is of ash 
and oak and to operate it, Mrs. 
Staples stands and walks, spin- 
ning her yarn. 

“It is unique in that it has a 
Miner's Wheel attached, invented 
by Charles Miner in Massachu- 
setts in about 1802," she said. “If 
you find this wheel outside New 
England, it has been taken from 
there." 

Mrs. Staples also has a smaller 
Saxony wheel from Saxony, Ger- 
many, which can ‘spin both, wool 
and flax, whilethe Walking Wheel 
spins only wool. 

Mrs. Staples uses fleece fresh 
from. the. sheep. With her hus- 
band's help, she. cuts it into 


mesh bag, is sloshed with a toilet 
plunger in a trash barrel filled 
with soapy water. The process is 
repeated a number of times to 
clean the fleece as much as possi- 
ble. . 
The fleece is then squeezed out 
and hung on the line, where re- 
maining soap is hosed off. For the 
final stages, the fleece is spun in a 
dryer, then spread out in the back 


yard in the sun-until dry. 
‘ “Mrs. Staples said she is also 
planning to experiment with dye- 
ing her wool, using Florida plants 
and flowers for a natural effect. 
She said natural dyes give the 
cloth earthy colors rather than 
bright tones 

She said' she also crochets, em- 
broiders, tats, quilts, sews, does 
ceramics and is planning to get a 
loom and get into weaving.

Gann said he isn't clear on whether or not the police chief's 
position is included in the civil service code but for their own 
protection the commissioners should treat the matter as if 
Wrisper does come under the code. 

When the meeting began before a standing room only 
crowd, Gann said the.commissioners could choose to take no 
action, which would leave Wrisper on the payroll; could sus- 
pend him with pay; could suspend him without pay or could 
take steps to dismiss him. 

He said the longest period for which the commission could 
suspend an employe according to the civil service code is 60 
days. If they chose to dismiss the chief, Gann said the com- 
missioners would be required to conduct a full-scale investi- 
gation and hold a hearing which would have many of the ear- 
marks of a trial. Š 

During his presentation, Gann also outlined the possible 
causes for which an employe could be dismissed or suspend- 
ed. 

After the commission approved Mrs. Cox's motion to sus- 
pend Wrisper without pay, Mayor Wells suggested the city 
should also pass a resolution asking State Attorney David 
Bludworth to conduct an investigation into the police depart- 
ment.as a whole to determine whether the problems go any 
deeper. 

Mrs. Cox also made the motion for the full investigation 
and Tanner seconded it before it also passed on a 4-0 vote. 

Mrs. Cox also moved, and the commission approved, that 
Collins be made acting chief for the duration of Wrisper's sus- 
pension. 

Wrisper was'one of six persons who have been arrested by 
members of the Sheriff's Department, following a six-week 
investigation which finally came under the direct supervision 
of Sheriff Richard P. Wille himself when Wille saw the impor- 
tance of the persons involved. 

Wrisper was arrested about 5:30 p.m. Nov. 24 by Detective 
Ernest Batista and Sgt. David Estes~and: booked" into the 
county jail in Belle Glade for possession of marijuana over five 
grams, sale and delivery of marijuana over five grams, three 
counts of procuring for prostitution and three counts of trans- 
porting for prostitution. 

He was bonded out under $3,000. bail that same evening. 

Also arrested as a result of the investigation were William 
Walker, 28, of Room 133 at the Days Inn in South Bay, and 
McArthur Thomas, 30, of 748 S.W. Ave. C in Belle ‘Glade. 
Thomas was charged with possession and sale of more than 
five grams of marijuana and Walker was charged with pos- 
session of heroin and intent to sell: 

Thomas was bonded out on $3,000 bail and Walker was 
being held Wednesday morning under $20,000 bond. 

Three women were also arrested on charges of prostitution 
and possession of more than five grams of marijuana. They 
were Arleen Cherry Lockwood, 19, of Roosevelt, N.Y.; Debra 
Ann Henry, 23, of 725 S.W. Ave. B in Belle Glade and Patri- 
cia Ann Gullette, 25, of Gwen Oaks, Md. 

Miss Henry was also charged with violation of probation 
and was being held without bond while the other two were 
bonded out of jail under $3,000 bail. 

Wrisper is also being sued in civil court, along with the City 
of South Bay, by Ulysses (Deacon) Johnson in cormection with 
a shooting in front of the Green Front Bar in Febrüáry. 

Wrisper was cleared of criminal charges in that case fol-

During their stop in Lucerne, 
they enjoyed the Swiss food and 
music and purchased several 
cuckoo clocks and Swiss chocolate 
to bring back home. They found 
the price of the chocolate was $8 
per pound - the same as in Amer- 
ica. 

A trip by cog-wheel railroad and 
a skiJife hight into the snow cov- 
ered Alps was breathtaking, and 
the scenery "picture perfect." 

They visited the Rhine Falls, 
and Black Forest before going to 
Strasbourg (France), where they 
boarded a liner for a cruise on the 
Rhine — the highlight of their trip. 
They discovered that the other 
passengers on board were from all 
parts of the United States and 
Canada. 

While the liner was docked at 
Heidelberg, they visited the

HUD announces survey 


The fifth annual survey of hous- 
ing in the United States got un- 
derway in this area the week of 
Oct. 24. The survey is conducted 
by the Pureau of the Census for 
the-Department of Housing and 
Urban Development in response 
to the need for frequent and up-to- 
date information on the naiion's 
housing inventory, considered a 
prime indicator of the nation's eco- 
nomic. well-being 

For the 1977 survey, a sample. 
of 76,000 housing units out of the 
nation’s 82 million has been select- 
ed to represent a cross section of 
all housing in the Unite. States. 
The sample was originally select- 
ved from 1970 census records and 
has been updated each ycar to in- 
clude new construction. 

Previously, information on the 
housing inventory came only from 
the decennial census of housing, 
irregular sample surveys, and one- 
time special studies. With regular 
annual surveys it is possible to 
compare from year to year the 
number and types of housing, 
changes in the total housing stock 
resulting from losses and new 
construction, the frequency of 
mechanical and utility breakdowns 
and other indicators of the phys- 
ical condition of residential struc- 
tures, characteristics of the neigh- 
borhood in which the units are 
located, as well as the character- 
istics of the occupants including 
those who move in and out over 
the years.

Sweetner program called for 


Cane League elects officers 


Congressman Dawson Mathis, 
D. Ga., told members of the Florida 
Sugar Cane League last Tuesday 
that it is time to begin thinking 
about a total sweetner program for 
this country to protect the domestic 
sugar industry from foreign sugar. 

“We must have, in my opinion, a 
viable industry domestically or else 
we'll find ourselves in the same 
situation as consumers in this 
county with cartels such as oil and 
coffee. and some various other 
commodities," Mathis said during 
the League's 14th annual meeting 
at the Clewiston Inn. * 

“Ihave seen, with the passage of 
the de la Garza amendment and 
some other things that have 
occurred in Washington. within 
Congress in the past several 
months, an increasing awareness of 
how.important it is that we not 
allow sugar to go to some foreign 
cartel, but in fact retain a strong, 
viable domestic sugar industry,'" 
he added. 

Mathis said the passage of the de 
la Garza amendment, "which is 
designed to achieve aí minimum 
13% cents per pound for raw sugar, 
the Congress is now heading in the 
right direction: 

The congressman, who is ranking 
member of the House Agricultural 
Committee and chairman of the 
Oil, Seeds and Rice committee, said 
if his «committee can acquire 
jurisdiction over sugar hearings 
could begin some time early in the 
next session of Congress. 

In discussing the de la Garza 
amendment, Mathis described the 
bill as only a ‘temporary stop gap" 
meagure. “While it might serve a 
purpose, and I hope that tt will for 
the next ‘two years, I think we 
certainly need to look beyond 1978 
when the de la Garza amendment 
expires and begin to think in terms 
of what we're going to do - not only 
for,sugar - but a total sweetner 
policy for this country," he said. 

Following Mathis's remarks, 
League president Arthur Kirstein, 
III gave his report.

Kirstein’s remarks are printed 
below. 

“I begin my address to you with 
a note of anxiety and confusion. 
The anxiety is that which we all feel 
as we review the price of sugar over 
the past year. The confusion exists 
because of the number of govern- 
ment programs which have come 
and gone recently. With a new 
President and Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, we had hoped for some kind of 
executive action which. would re- 
lieve our economic suffering caused 
primarily by cheap imported sugar 
and the absence of a domestic 
sugar program. We remember that 
stability we enjoyed under the old 
Sugar Act. We know that anybody 
selling raw sugar on the domestic 
market for the last year was selling 
at a loss. Many Florida growers lost 
money and only those who could 
hedge part of their crop possibly 
broké even. 

As we begin this crop, we have 
what may be termed three pro- 
grams that are to have an effect on 
the 1977-78 crop. There should 
have been only one program—that 
being the de la Garza amendment 
under the Farm Bill which was 
designed to achieve a minimum 
13% cents for raw sugar in the 
market place at nc .ost to the 
government. But because of delays 
of implementation, there will end 
up being three programs. The 
payments program, the loan pro- 
gram and finally we hope the 
market adjustment program cre- 
ated by tariffs and quotas. First the 
Admini~zation’s program of direct 
payment is supposed to guarantee 
the producer of raw sugar 13.5 
cents per pound. This is roughly 
521496 of parity. The direct pay- 
ments program was first announced 
by the Administration early this 
past summer. The Administration 
decided on this course of action 
contrary to the recommendations of 
the U.S. International Trade Com- 
mission after a six month study of 
the domestic industry? Since these 
payments were to be made directly 
from'the U.S. Treasury, producers 
and processors also opposed them. 
We remember the confusion that 
existed in the past and the adverse 
publicity on occasion when compli- 
ance payments were not under- 
stood and were thought to be a 
subsidy. Considerable effort was 
spent at that time explaining to the 
public at large that these payments 
cost them nothing. 

Even though our industry may be 
at a point of grasping at straws for 
survival, we have never felt that a 
subsidy program as instituted by 
the Administration was in the best 
interests of the industry, tne 
consumer or. the U.S. Treasury, 
Rather, we have suggested that 
import quotas and tariffs be 
instituted and that they be review- 
ed by the Secretary of Agriculture 
on a quarterly\basis. We feel this is 
the best route to insure a healthy 
domestic industry. And one that 


will not result in a cost to the“

price. To avoid a drain ori the U.S. 
Treasury and a collapse of the 
domestic industry, a program was 
necessary that would curtail cheap 
foreign imports. This appeared to 
be the only feasible way to assure 
survival of only the most efficient 
sugar cane and sugar. beet produ- 
cers in the United States. 

The de la Garza program is 
modeled after other commodity 
programs such as milk, peanuts, 
cotton, etc. that have been in 
existence for many years with 
import restrictions and floor prices. 

What appeared to be a very 
logical and workable program has 
turned out to be at least in the 
beginning a rather chaotic situa- 
tion. This situation has -been 
created, in my opinion, because of 
the Administration's unwillingness 
to rapidly implement the de la 
Garza amendment upon its enact- 
ment. The Farm Bill's effective 
date was October 1 and for many 
commodities was operable earlier 
than this date; but it was November 
8 before the sugar price. support 
program was actually announced 
even though the Conferees for the 
Farm Bill recommended that the 
Administration put the sugar pro- 
gram into effect in mid August. 

What we now have is a payment 
program covering sugar sold prior 
to November 8, a loan program

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available on raw sugar in storage 
and increased tariffs along with an 
additional import duty effective 
November 11 for imported sugar 
contracted after that date which we 
hope will bring the marker price 
above 13% cents. This would make 
it unnecessary to use the loan. 

An effort is being made and we 
feel we have a commitment to 
extend the life of the payment 
program beyond November 7, since 
the market price has not reached 
13% cents. 

I remind all of you that the de la 
Garza amendment fully imple- 
mented is a stop gap méasure. It is 
authorized to cover the 1977 and 
1978 crops only. What we need is a 
total sweetener program to main- 
tain a viable domestic sugar 
industry. 

Another factor that could affect 
our sugar price somewhere in the 
future is the. International Sugar 
Agreement if and when it is 
ratified. 

I want to take a moment to 
extend appreciation fróm all of us in 
Florida's sugar industry for the 
magnificent efforts of Horace God- 
frey our Washington representa- 
tive, Nelson Fairbanks, George 
Wedgworth and John Boy who 
spent considerable time in Wash- 
inton working with our legislators. 
This combined effort has provided 
results which I have already stated.

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Alcohol may become 


important 


BELLE GLADE-Dr. Joe Orseni- 
go of;the Florida Sugar Cane 
League reported on sugar in Bra- 
zil to'the Belle Glade Rotary Club 
Tuesday at the regular luncheon 
meeting. 

Dr. Orsenigo recently took a 
trip to that country to attend the 
International Sugar Conference 
and what he said was of extreme 
interest. 

One of the most important as- 
pects of'Brazil's sugar industry is- 
alcohol, he noted. With gasoline 
selling for from $1.80 to $2 per 
gallon, Brazilians are "cutting" 
their gas with much less costly al- 
cohol, thereby reducing the price. 
And the alcohol they are using is 
produced from sugarcane. 

Some automobiles use up to 
40% alcohol in their gas tanks, but 
the average figure is more like 
20%, he said. And the engines run 
smoothly. 

"Right now, alcohol may. not be 
economically feasible in Florida," 
said Dr. Orsenigo. "But when gas- 
oline gets up to $1.50 or so a gal- 
lon, it may become a very impor- 
tant product from Florida cane." 


industry 


Brazil contains an estimated 
5,000,000 acres of sugarcane, 250 
sugar and alcohol mills, and ex- 
ports almost 2,000,000 tons of 
sugar annually. 

The government controls every 
aspect of sugar and alcohol pro- 
duction, including pricing, quotas 
and labor. 

Labor costs are very low, he 
said, allowing Brazil to make pro- 
fits on the low international sugar 
price. He said it costs about $5 per 
day per man to harvest and refine 
the product. 

A great deal of research is be- 
ing carried on in Brazil in all as- 
pects of sugar production. New 
varieties are being developed and 
mechanical harvesting is under ex- 
perimentation. 

He illustrated his talk with a 
slide presentation made at the 
Congress, showing Brazilian mills 
as well as other areas of the econ- 
omy. 

In going back to the question of 
alcohol production, Dr. Orsenigo 
said production in Florida is feas- 
ible, but "is it practical at the 
present level of economy?"
